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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

On page 5 of the specification, the first line will be amended as follows: the first 
three words of the first line "Figure 7 illustrates" will be deleted and replaced with 
"Figures 7a to 7c illustrate". 

Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiners statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art Kawaguchi (US 5,403,029) and Kudert 
(US 6,332,767) for the following reasons: 

2. Kawaguchi et al. teach a method of forming a dose which has a functional layer 
imprisoned therein however the process of Kawaguchi et al. must necessarily produce a 
dose which has the functional layer covering the axis of symmetry and not about, or 
around the axis of symmetry, and as such teaches away from the instantly claimed 
invention. It is noted that this blob of Kawaguchi that is about the axis of symmetry a 
necessary aspect of the invention, if the blob of resin was not present as a blob, but 
rather as lines about the axis there would be nothing to push the dose to formation, 
resulting in a article that does not have the features of the invention taught by 
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Kawaguchi et al. Further there is no motivation in Kawaguchi for one of ordinary skill in 
the art to produce a dose with a functional layer about and not covering the axis of 
symmetry. 

3. Kudert teaches a parison which is different from a dose in that a dose is molten 
while a parison is in a solid state, and further one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
motivated to look at an injection machine that forms parison to the dose of the instant 
invention, as well as the extrusion method for forming the instant invention. 



Thus it is clear that alone or in combination the prior art fails to teach the instant 
invention and as such the claims are passed to issue.
